Subsequently, to wit., Apri 
6, 1830, the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, commonly called 
** Mormon,” was organized at Fayette, 
Seneca County, New York. Oliver 
Cowdery preached the first Mor- 
mon” discourse at the above-named 
place on the following Sabbath, April 
11th. 

Soon after this Parley P. Pratt 
Obtained a copy of the Book of Mor- 
mon, and about the Ist of September, 
1830, became a member of the Church. 
It was this man who presented the 
book, preached to, and was the means 
of converting Sidney Rigdon to the 
Mormon faith. This occurred some 
time after his own conversion. Now, 
unfortuuately for the veracity of the

began to gather to Jackson County, 
Missouri, and to Kirtland, Geauga 
(now Lake) County, Ohio, in the 
spring of 1831. But they were driven 
by mob violence from Jackson County 
in July, 1833, and from Kirtland in 
1838, meantime settling in Caldwell, 
Davis, Carroll and other Counties, in 
the State of Missouri, but in the fall 
and winter of 1838-9 the entire Mor- 
mon” people, numbering about 14,000 
souls then in Missouri, were mercilessly 
expelled from the State. They found 
a refuge in the neighboring State of 
Illinois, and built the City of Nauvoo, 
on the east bank of the Mississippi 
River, in the County of Hancock. 
Here they built a Temple which was 
the most beautiful building in the 
Western States ; ‘‘it was the first speci- 
men of a new order of architecture 
introduced by Joseph Smith, and cost 
a million dollars.” A Temple had 
also been built in Kirtland, and the 
site of another was selected and dedi- 
cated near Independence, Jackson 
County, Missouri, Aug. 3, 1831, which, 
owing to persecutions, was never pro- 
ceeded with any further; but it is 
confidently believed that a Temple will 
be erected on that spot before many

The Zapotekas, of South America, 
boast of being antediluvian in America, 
and to have built the city of Coatlan, 
so called because it was founded at a 

lace which swarmed with 2 
at-lan meaning snake city. It was 
built, according to their tradition, 
three hundred and twenty-seven years 
before the flood. At the time of the 
flood a remnant of their 3 e- 
ther with their king, named Petela, 
saved themselves on a mountain. 

The Aztec tradition, in fact, their 
laws and religion, were received from 
the Toltecs, whom they supplanted. 
They begin by telling us that Noah, 
whom they call Tezpi, saved himself 
and his wife, whom they call Xochi- 
quetzal, on a raft or canoe. The raft 
or canoe rested at the foot of a moun- 
tain called Colhuacan after the flood. 
They say that on this raft, besides 
Tezpi and his wife, there were several 

children and animals, with grain, the 
preservation of which was of great 
importance to mankind. When the 
Great Spirit, Tezcatipoca, ordered the 
waters to withdraw, Tezpi sent from 
his raft a vulture, which never re- 
turned, on account of the great num- 
ber of dead carcasses found to feed 
upon. He then sent other birds, one 
* which was a humming- bird, which 
alone returned, holding in its beak a 
branch covered with leaves. 1 
seeing that fresh verdure covered the 
earth, quitted the raft near the moun- 
tain hey say that the men born 
after this deluge were born dumb, but 
- dove distributed the languages to 
them. 

Professor Schoolcraft, in his elabo- 
rate report to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, and Catlin, in his history of the 
North American Indians, describe a 
very interesting ceremony, commemo- 
rative of the deluge and releasing of 
the birds, as annually performed by 
the Mandans, a nation now extinct, 
but who formerly inhabited the coun- 
try between the Little Missouri and 
Yellowstone rivers. They are described 
as being of a much fairer complexion 


than the Indians of other nations, it | 


being no unusual thing to find persons 
with blue eyes and fine reddish-colored 
hair among them. They were domes- 
tic in their habits, resided in villages 
and engaged in agricultural pursnits, 
Among the painted pictures or books 
made of animals’ skins (parchment) 
and of leaves (the aloe), examined 
Humboldt were not only delinea 
ictures of the deluge, but of all the 
eading circumstances in the history of 
the fall of man, and of the seduction 
of the woman by means of the serpent; 
also of the first murder, perpetrated 
by Cain on the person of his brother 
Abel. 
These traditions and paintings go far 
to prove the truthfulness of the book 
of Genesis, and sustain and verify the 
record of Ether. It is a link that 
connects them with Asia and their 
ancestor Noah, and all the circum- 
stances connected with the stranding 
of the ark on Ararat, and the con- 
founding and separation at Babel. 
Here, for some fifteen hundred 
years, the Jaredites flourished and 
grew into a great nation, building 
cities, cultivating the land and drifting 
into wickedness, until they were de- 
stroyed by the Lord, some six hundred 
ears before Christ. Their historian 
ived to see and record this destruction, 
and his records were found by a colony 
of Israelites who came from Jerusalem 
about that time under the leadership 
of Nephi. This colony grew and mul- 
tiplied into two mighty nations, called 
the Nephites bee Lamanites. The 
latter nation, falling into idolatry, was 
cursed by God, and became dark and 
benighted. The American Indians 
are the descendants of this nation. 
The Nephites remained a civilized and 
enlightened nation, and had many 
blessings and privileges conferred upon 
them, but falling into wickedness im 
their turn, during the third and fourth 
century of the Christian era, they were 
finally destroyed by the Lamanites 
about A.D. 385. The history of these’ 
two nations is found systematically 
recorded in the Book of Mormon, only, 
and it is impossible to separate the 
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mass of secular evidence of the en- 
lightenment and high cultivation of 
those ancient people that I shall give, 
or definitely ascribe a tradition, a re- 
cord or a ruin to the people of Jared, 
or to the people of Nephi. The 
Jaredites undoubtedly left records, and 
monuments, and cities scattered over 
the land. These same cities were re- 
occupied by the Nephites, and their 
records and traditions were amalga- 
mated. The Nephites in turn were 
destroyed, and the uncivilized Laman- 
ites had so entangled and interwoven 
and lost the connecting links of the 


several and distinct histories of the 
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two great nations they supplanted, 
and so confounded and mixed the 
records with their own traditions by 
the time of the European occupancy, 
that it is beyond the power of man to 
fix data or determine as to what por- 
tion is of Jaredite and what of Nephite 
origin.

again.” Here is a ceremony andoubt- 
edly of Nephite origin.

Young ahd other Elders, they have created comfortable homes, and have 
literally made the desert blossom as the rose, and turned the barren waste 
into a fruitful field.” But the persecuting foe has found us out, as the devil 
found out Christ in the wilderness. James B. McKean to-day is a modern 
Nero among Saints. We have no hesitation in saying that he is a most evil 
disposed man. For premeditated injustice, nefarious subtlety, gross perver- 
sion of facts and laws, and harshness of judgment, he has not been equalled 
since the dark days of Judge Jeffries, of Star Chamber notoriety. 

For a few days past, newspaper men have been jubilant over recent news 
from Utah, to the effect that President Young has been sent to prison by Mo- 
Kean for twenty-four hours for alleged technical contempt of Court.” We 
have just received advices from home, by which we learn that President Brigham 
Young was so incarcerated from 12.45 p.m. March IIth, to 12.45 p.m. March 
12th, 1875, by the will” of this unjust judge James B. McKean, to the eternal 
infamy of the latter. This man having expressed himself thus: It is ordered 
and adjudged that the said Brigham Young do pay a fine of twenty-five dollars, 
and that he be imprisoned for the term of oneday.” The citizens of Salt Lake 
City throughout this trying ordeal, maintained the dignity of the law, as they 
are ever wont todo. No demonstration was made. We know the President’s 
policy is to honor the law—the Constitutional law of the land. We are 
and ever have been a law-abiding people. No law is just which is made 
to infringe upon the rights of conscience, or to interfere with religious con- 
victions drawn from the written word of God, or received from him by imme- 
diate revelation. Laws of such import must not be obeyed. Religion is a 
matter between man and his Maker. Daniel, Shadrach, Meshach and Abed- 
nego resisted laws of this kind made by Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon. 
They were sustained, preserved and blessed in so doing by the God of 
heaven. Wherefore, under the circumstances, we understand that he 
desired peace and good order, willing to suffer wrong in order that the Cause 
he has so faithfully espoused for so many years past might triumph in its moral 
exeellency. Even the greedy lawyers Frank Tilferd, Albert Hogan and — Mo- 
Bride were paid their pound of flesh,”—a thousand dollars each—the 
amount of fees demanded by them and the amount awarded to them by this 
Inquisitorial Court for their abominable proceedings. This good man acted 
thus for the sake of peace; the case at issue pending at the same time, an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court ef the Territory of Utah :— 

Well may Christ say, Woe unto you lawyers! for ye lade men with burdens 
grievous to be borne.” We consider that a gross outrage has been perpetrated 
upon the person of President Young, by this most infamous Judge—a robbery 
upon his purse by these rapacious and venomous lawyers. ‘‘ Here is the faith 
and patience of the Saints.” We admire and endorse the course taken by the 


President to thwart the machinations of our enemies. Init we perceive pro- 


found wisdom. It is in harmony with a long life of integrity and honor :— 


*T will make his crown the brighter shine; 
Consume the dross, the gold refine ! 


Truly the Latter-day Saints inherit the legacy bequeathed them by Jesus 
Christ their Lord and Master: ‘‘ Blessed are ye when men shall revile you, 
and persecute you, and shall say all manner of evil against you falsely, for my 
sake, Rejoice and be exceeding glad: for so persecuted they the prophets 
which were before you. It is enough for the disciple that he be as his master, 
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and the servant as his Lord. If they have called the master of the house 
Beelzebub, how much more shall they call them of his household!“ Verily, 
it is also written, Touch not mine anointed, and do my prophets no harm,” 
4 It is impossible but that offences will come: but woe unto him, through 
whom they come.” Persecution of Saints is of that peculiar nature that it 
will operate in two ways. While it prepares the righteous through their 
obedience to the law of God, for the possession of power, dominion and exalta- 
tion in the highest sphere of being, it sinks the wicked in their cruelty and 
rebellion to the lowest hell. It were better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck and he cast into the sea, than that he should offend ons 
of these little ones.” The Saints of these latter times, however, have good 
cause to be of good cheer, knowing that the anarchy of Satan and his agent 
is drawing to a close. The unclean will not be permitted much longer to 
defile the sanctuary of the Holy One of Israel. Unbelievers will vanish from 
the Zion of God before the sword of the Spirit“ and the virtue of innocence, 
like mist before the sun. Fear will surprise the hypocrite, and the sinner in 
Zion shall be afraid, for it is predicted, ‘‘The time came that the Saints pos- 
sessed the kingdom.” We look for the fulfillment of this prophecy. 

„Great is the Lord, and greatly to be praised in the city of our God, in the 
mountain of his holiness. Beautiful for situation, the joy of the whole earth, 
is mount Zion, on the sides of the north, the city of the great King. God is 
known in her palaces for a refuge. For, lo, the kings were assembled, they 
passed by together. They saw it, and so they marvelled ; they were troubled, 
and hasted away.” 

We sympathize with President Young and the Saints in Zion in their present. 
afflictions, ‘‘ which is but for a moment,” and will in the goodness and mercy 
of God work for them ‘‘a far more exceeding and eternal weight of glory,” if 
they prove faithful in passing through the probationary furnace. Notwith- 
standing all that may be said to the contrary, we know that we suffer for 
righteousness’ sake. We do not afflict any one. We administer the balm of 
sweet consolation to all. Our holy religion is, ‘‘ Peace on earth, good will 
toward men.” Persecution, however, is one of the infallible characteristics of 
the true Church ; consequently we are not dismayed, our trust is in the living 
God. The Lord of hosts is for us! , E. H.

RxLIdIous MELANCHOLY AND RevrvatisM.—The annual report of the 
Royal Edinburgh Asylum has just been published, and is a most able and 
exhaustive paper. Astriking feature, says the British Medical Journal, is that, 
under the head of melancholia, the number admitted was 88, or 70 per cent. 
in excess of the average of the past five years, many of these cases being 
desperately suicidal. ith — to the most striking feature of this report 
namely, the great increase in the number of patients from Edinburgh, and 
the fact that that increase was mostly due to acute cases and of the class of 
‘melancholia—there is some reason for connecting it with the great wave of 
religious excitement and revivalism which passed over the city last spring. We 


hear from other sources that the number of cases of insanity among the better 


classes due to this cause was very remarkable. 


LonGeviry In Germany.—At the last Prussian census, there were found to 
be living at Berlin 12,261 persons who were born Before the end of last century. 
Among them, 3 men and 6 women were 91 years old; 4 men und 9 women, 92 
years ; 1 mad and 5 women, 93 years; 10 persons were 94 years of age; 4 
women were 96 years old; 2 men and 2 women, 97; 1 man, 98; one woman, 
99; and another woman, 101. Of the persons between 90, and 100 years of 
age, 5 were unmarried, 5 married, 57 widowed, and one divorced. A widow 
named Najelsky died on February 10th, at Kamionken, near Lötzen, at the age 
of 103. She is said to have been extraordinarily active even in her 100th year. 
Aman died a fortnight ago at the age of 105 at Horzitz, in Bohemia. 


PoruLaTion oF AvsTRaLia.—At the close of the year 1873 the population 
of Victoria was estimated at 790,492; of New South Wales, 560,275;South 
Australia, 198,257; Queensland, 146,690; Tasmania, 104,217; Western 
Australia, 25,781; making a total of 1,821,692 for the Australian Colonies, 
Adding 310,437 for New Zealand, we have 2,136,129 the population of the 
Australian Colonies. In 1861 they had but 1,266,432 in all.
